Young children can know and - God, too ; 


My youngest son, Gabe, always hada a soft heart toward 
God, even from an early age. He heard often about Jesus, 
God’s special Son, who died for our sins on the cross of 

. Calvary and was raised from death three days later. 

I can’t begin to tell you the profound joy I felt the day 
Gabe publicly professed his faith in Jesus as God’s Son and 
his Lord and Savior. What a wonderful privilege to baptize 
Gabe, celebrating the day he personally said, “Yes!” to Je- 
sus Christ. He was eight. ; 

I believe children, even young children, can be taught 
about God. I would even say they have a God-predisposi- 
tion put there by'God himself, which must be nurtured by 
wise parents. 

On one occasion, Jesus addressed the issue of children 
and their faith in God. : 

“They asked Jesus, ‘Do you hear what these children are 
saying?” the disciples asked. 

*Yes,’ Jesus replied. ‘Haven’t you ever read the Scrip- 

tures? For they say, ‘You [God] have taught children and in- 
fants to give you praise.’” (Matthew 21:6; cf. Psalm 8:1-3) 

What a profound scripture! 

There’s no one right time for children to commit them- 
selves to Jesus Christ as Lord and Savior. God is the One 
who calls children to himself. The fact that a little child 
says he believes and wants to express that faith publicly is 
surely a sign God has called and they have heard. 

Whatever you do, don’t throw cold water on such a beau- 
tiful, beginning flame of faith. Rather, celebrate it! Throw 
a party. There is much to learn and plenty of growth that 
lies ahead to be sure, but what a great start to faith, regard- 
less of age. 

Coming to faith in Jesus is the pinnacle of the faith form- 
ing process. Scripture tells us that children “are a heritage 
from the Lord” (Psalm 127:3), so make sure, dads and 
moms, that your “children are walking with God” (3 John 
4). The Apostle Paul tells fathers to make sure you “Take

The Coffee 
County Commission may 
adjust the compensation 
and any expense allowance 
for the chief deputy coroner 
or deputy coroner by resolu- 


tion of the commission. Any 
compensation or expense al- 
lowance shall be paid from 
the county general fund by 
the county commission. 
(c)(1) A Coroner of Coffee 
County who is first elected 
or appointed on or after 
September 22, 2015, shall 
receive an annual base sal- 
ary of twenty-five thousand 
dollars ($25,000) per year, 
which shall be paid in the 
same manner and at the 
same time as other county 
employees. 
The annual salary provided 
in subdivision (1) shall con- 
tinue to be adjusted thereaf- 
ter as authorized in Chapter 
2A of Title 11.

Picocuries per liter (pCi/L}- a measure of the radioactivity in water: 

Running Annual Average (RAA)- yearly average of all the DPB results at each specific sampling site in the distribution system. The RAA, 
along with a range, is reported in the Table of Detected Contaminants. 

Standard Units (S.U.}- pH of water measures the water's balances of acids and bases and is affected by temperature and carbon dioxide 
gas. Water with less than 6.5 could be acidic, soft, and corrosive. A pH greater than 8.5 could indicate that the water is hard. Treatment 
Technique (TT)- a required process intended to reduce the level of a contaminant in drinking water. >
